New York, Nov. 19.— Relating his 
ftory with the air of a country gen- 
tleman of kindly mien enKHKtiiK 
a 
host of friends with incidents of days 
long past, John D. Rockefeller, presi­ 
dent of the Standard Oil company, 
though for nearly ten years retired 
from active cares of company direc­ 
tion, for over two hours reviewed the 
history of the early oil trade and the 
development of the first companies 
that later grew into the present so- 
called oil trust. 
Mr. Rockefeller was 
a witness for the defense in the suit 
to dissolve the Standard, whic h Is be­ 
ing prosecuted by the United States 
government, and his appearance at 
the 
hearing before Judge 
Franklin 
Ferriss, the referee, brought a large 
crowd to the customs building. 
T he head of the big oil combine was 
surrounded by an Imposing circle of 
counsel and when he began his testi­ 
mony he gated complacently upon a 
swarm 
of 
newspaper 
men 
behind 
whom pressed close a throng of i>eo- 
ple that tilled the room. 
Mr. Rocke­ 
feller appeared at complete ease and 
when .John G. Mllburn of counsel for 
the Standard Oil company, propound­ 
ed his first question, t h e _witness spoke

Then In a m anner that 
Indicated a pleasure at what he was 
about to tell, Mr. Rockefeller spoke 
of his start in the oil business and 
how 
under adverse conditions that 
business grew to the proportions of 
th e Standard Oil company of Ohio, 
with Its capitalisation of $1,000,000. 
Mr, Rockefeller's eyes sparkled In re­ 
flection 
on 
that early 
financial or­ 
ganisation a n d , speaking of its million- 
dollar capitalization with almost boy­ 
ish enthusiasm, he said: 
"It seemed very large to us, who 
began with only $4.000 In 1862.”

better. 
The president of the Standard 
was dressed in a plain business suit 
of dark material and across his vest 
was suspended a heavy gold watch 
chain. 
A 
dark 
purple 
necktie. 
In 
which a large pearl pin was set. snug- 
*led close to a high collar. 
T he development of Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler’s testimony, which carried him to 
the organization of the Standard Oil 
company of Ohio, indicated that one 
of the lines of the defense W’ould be 
that the Standard Oil company Is not 
the result of an aggressive policy to 
gain the mastery of the oil trade, as 
charged, but the natural outcome of 
an economical development which the 
exigencies of the oil industry demand 
ed. 
During a brief recess Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler talked to the reporters on the 
Standard’s growth, saying: 
"M’hat a wonderful thing It all has 
been—the growth of this business. It 
all seems like a dream to me. and 
here I am accused of doing the very 
wicked thing of selling a good article 
at a lower price th in anyone else. 
"This testimony here brings back 
to my mind so clearly early days In 
Cleveland where wre were all friends 
and neighbors together. 
How well I 
rem ember that day in Cleveland when 
I went to the hank of T. P. Handy, 
who afterwards became one of my 
dearest friends. 
I wanted to borrow 
money, but I did not have any col­ 
late ral nor anyone to endorse my note. 
I told him what I wanted to do with 
It and then he asked me how much I 
w { nted. 
I need $2,000,’ I said, and I 
rot it. 
To that loan I attribute what 
ever success I have had in life since.’’

AGITATION STILL CONTINUES 


Crowds at St. P ierre Parading Streets 
of the City. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 19.-—The agi­ 
tation in St. Pierre, Miquelon, over 
the question of free schools contin­ 
ues, 
according 
to 
advices 
received 
h ire, but 
the crowds parading the 
streets are orderly. 
Many of the agi­ 
tators talked loudly on uniting the 
colony with the United States, con­ 
tending that such a step would mean 
not only civil and religious liberty 
fo r the population, but would revive 
the fishing Industry. 
While 
the 
large 
number 
of 
the 
clerical supporters were parading, the 
windows of the government school- 
house were broken by stone-throwers 
and there was a demonstration against 
Judge 
Siegfried, 
who 
imposed 
the 
fine upon the schoolteachers for keep, 
ing the schools open. 
Judge Sieg­ 
fried’s residence was made the target 
for stones and when he appeared at 
the front of the house stones w’ere 
hurled at him and he was hooted by 
the 
mob. 
Other 
officials 
received 
similar treatment. 
Fearing 
further disturbances, the 
administrator enrolled a large staff 
of officials to assist the gendarm es 
available in preserving the peace. 
Tn spite of these precautions, the 
demonstrations proceeded unchanged 
throughout the evening. 
About mid­ 
night the administrator addressed the 
agitators and their followers, urging 
them to remain quiet and abstain from 
any further demonstrations until word 
could be received frr.m the minister of 
colonies. 
This advice was accepted 
and the crowd dispersed. 
Some of the agitators declared that 
if th e answer of the government to 
their demands is in the negative, the 
move to secure annexation 
to the 
United States will receive a strong 
Impetus.

Laporte, 
Ind., Nov. 
19.—Carefully 
working up to the denouement, the 
evidence by which it is sought to 
show that Ray Lamphere set fire to 
the home of Mrs. Bella Gunness and 
thereby caused the death of her and 
her three children. Prosecutor Smith 
unravelled before the jury the stories 
of the fire told by the men who were 
earliest on the scene. 
The greatest 
Interest naturally centered about the 
testimony of Joseph Maxson, the hired 
man, hut it varied In no great par­ 
ticular from the story he told the coro- 
m*r, and which he related before the 
grand Jury. 
Indirectly, Attorney Weir, for the 
defense, on cross-examination, tried 
to imply that Mrs. Gunness on the 
night of the fire had "doped” Maxson 
In the oranges which he ate. but he 
denied this. According to the defense, 
Maxson was alleged to have told hfs 
Bister such a story, but he denied 
positively on the stand that he had 
ever made such a declaration or that 
he ever believed that there was any 
“dope” in the oranges. 
Explanation of the $10.000 story re 
ferred to in the letter from Mrs. Gun­ 
ness to A. K. Helgelein, regarding the 
disappearance 
of 
his 
brother, 
was 
made. 
Lamphere is under Indictment 
for the murder of Andrew Helgelein 
and for alleged complicity with Mrs. 
Gunness in that murder. 
SherifT Smutzer told on the stand 
of circumstances connected with Hel- 
gelein’s presence in Laporte. 
He said 
that early In January, Ray Lamphere 
came to him and said “if I want to 
tell something. I can make ft inter­ 
esting for her.” 
Sheriff Smutzer un­ 
derstood him to mean Mrs. Gunness. 
I 
Lam phere’» Story Untrue. 


Lamphere went on to tell the sheriff 
that Mrs. Gunness was then looking 
for a man named Helgelein, who was 
wanted In South Dakota for murder, 
having held up a man in a gambling 
house and had secured $10,000. but 
had been forced to kill the fellow he 
j 
fore 
he 
could 
get 
away. 
SherifT 
Sm utzer immediately wired to the au­ 
thorities in Aberdeen, S. D , the town 
named by Lamphere, and received in ! 
reply, 
a telegram 
which 
said 
that 
there had been no murder, no $10- 
000 robbery and that Andrew Helgo- 
leln was a well known farmet ju that 
vicinity and that he was not wanted 
there for any crime. 
Sheriff Smutzer 
following this disclosure paid no fur­ 
ther attention to Lamphere. 
A 
month 
later 
Lamphere, 
when 
questioned by Sheriff Smutzer reirard- i 
ing Helgelein, told th» officer that Del- i 
gelein had left Leporte for Chicago 
that morning on the R: 10 train. 
Sher­ 
iff Smutzer a h o testified to seeing 
Lam phere watching Mrs. Gunness one 
day in the courthouse, w'hen she came 
to his office. 
She complained about 
Lamphere annoying her and when the 
sheriff W’ent to Lamphere and asked 
why he did not leave the woman alone, 
he did not answer. 
Sheriff Smutzer testified to being 
rotified about 5 o’clock on the morn­ 
ing of April 28 of the fire, and of go­ 
ing there Immediately. 
He told 
of 
taking charg« of the search for the 
bodies and of keeping a gang of men 
at wmik all day and of finding the 
bodies in tho northeast corner, where 
the fire had been the hottesi all day 
and where the greatest amount of de 
brls 
w’as 
found. 
Underneath 
the 
bodies, said the sheriff, were twelve 
or fiftenn inches of debris, including 
bed 
soring», 
burned 
mattresses, 
charred cloth, which had been pro­ 
tected by the bodies, etc. 
On either 
side of the bodies was the side rail of 
a bed. 
A burned quilt was between 
the tw’o couples, the girls on one side 
and the mother and hoy on the other. 
ITe again Identified the rings found 
on the fingers of the large body as 
rings he had seen on the fingers of 
Mrs. Gunness 
He told of finding the 
law bone and other hones in the same 
«pot where the bodies had been dis­ 
covered. 
The finding of Helgelein’s 
dismembered body was also told by 
the witness.

John 0. Rockefeller on the 
Witness Stand. 


HISTORY OF THE STANDARD 


Related by the Founder With the Air 


of a Country Gentleman of Kindly 


Mein— Got His Start in Life by Bor­ 


rowing Two Thousand Dollars From 


a Banker— One of the Lines of the 
Defense Developed. 


New York, Nov. 19.—Relating his 
Story with the air of a country gen­ 
tleman of kindly mien engaging a 
host of friends with Incidents of days 
long past, John D. Rockefeller, presi­ 
dent of the Standard Oil company, 
though for nearly ten years retired 
from active cares of company direc­ 
tion, for over two hours reviewed the 
history of the early oil trade and the 
development of the first companies 
that later grew Into the present so­ 
called oil trust. 
Mr. Rockefeller was 
a witness for the defense In the suit 
to dissolve the Standard, which is be­ 
ing prosecuted by the United States 
government, and his appearance at 
the hearing before Judge Franklin 
i'erriss, the referee, brought a large 
crowd to the customs building. 
The head of the big oil combine was 
surrounded by an imposing circle of 
counsel and when he began his t.esti- 
ony he gazed complacently upon a

A glow of health 
showed In Mr. Rockefeller’s smooth- 
shaven face and to Inquiring newspa­ 
per men he replied that he never felt 
better. The president of the Standard 
was dressed in a plain business suit 
of dark material and across his vest 
was suspended a heavy gold w’atch 
chain. 
A dark 
purple necktie, 
in 
which a large pearl pin was set, snug­ 
gled close to a high collar. 
The development of Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler’s testimony, which carried him to 
the organization of the Standard Oil 
company of Ohio, indicated that one 
of the lines of the defense would be 
that the Standard Oil company is not 
the result of an aggressive policy to 
gain the m astery of the oil trade, as 
charged, but the natural outcome of 
an economical development which the 
exigencies cf the oil industry demand­ 
ed. 
During a brief recess Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler talked to the reporters on the 
Standard’s growth, saying: 
"What a wonderful thing It all has 
been—the growth of this business. It 
all seems like a dream to me, and 
here I am accused of doing the very 
wicked thing of selling a good article 
at a lower price than anyone else. 
"This testimony here brings back 
to my mind so clearly early days in 
Cleveland where wa were all friends 
and neighbors together. How well I 
remember that day in Cleveland when 
I went to the bank of T. P. Handy, 
who afterwards became one of my 
dearest friends. 
I wanted to borrow 
money, but I did not have any col­ 
lateral nor anyone to endorse my note. 
I told him what I wanted to do with 
It and then he asked me how much I 
wanted. 
‘I need $2,000,’ I said, and I 
got it. To that loan I attribute what­ 
ever success I have had in life since.’* 


AGITATION STILL CONTINUES 


Crowds at St. Pierre Parading Streets 
of the City. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 19.—The agi­ 
tation in St. Pierre, Miquelon, over 
the question of free schools contin­ 
ues, according to advices received 
here, but the crowds parading the 
streets are orderly. 
Many of the agi­ 
tators talked loudly on uniting the 
colony with the United States, con­ 
tending that such a step would mean 
not only civil and religious liberty 
for the population, but would revive 
the fishing Industry. 
While the large number of the 
clerical supporters were parading, the 
windows of the government school­ 
house were broken by stone-th rowers 
and there was a demonstration against 
Judge Siegfried, 
who imposed 
the 
fine upon the schoolteachers for keep­ 
ing the schools open. Judge Sieg­ 
fried’s residence was made the target 
for stones and when he appeared at 
the front of the house stones were 
hurled at him and he was hooted by 
the 
mob. 
Other 
officials 
received 
similar treatm ent. 
Fearing further disturbances, the 
administrator enrolled a large staff 
of officials to assist the gendarmes 
available In preserving the peace. 
In spite of these precautions, the 
demonstrations proceeded unchanged 
throughout the evening. About mid­ 
night the administrator addressed the 
agitators and their followers, urging 
them to remain quiet and abstain from 
any further demonstrations until word 
could be received from the minister of 
colonies. 
This advice was accepted 
and the crowd dispersed. 
Some of the agitators declared that 
if the answer of the government to 
their demands is in the negative, the 
jnove to secure annexation to the 
United States will receive a strong 
Impetus.

Laporte, Ind., Nov. 19.—Carefully 
working up to the denouement, the 
evidence by which It is sought to 
show that Ray Lamphere set fire to 
the home of Mrs. Bella Gunness and 
thereby caused the death of her and 
her three children, Prosecutor Smith 
unravelled before the Jury the stories 
of the fire told by the men who were 
earliest on the scene. The greatest 
interest naturally centered about the 
testimony of Joseph Maxson, the hired 
man, but it varied in no great par­ 
ticular from the story he told the coro­ 
nel, and which he related before the 
grand jury. 
Indirectly, Attorney Weir, for the 
defense, on cross-examination, tried 
to imply that Mrs. Gunness on the 
night of the fire had “doped” Maxson 
in the oranges which he ate, but he 
denied this. According to the defense, 
Maxson was alleged to have told his 
sister such a story, but he denied 
positively on the stand that he had 
ever made such a declaration or that 
he ever believed that there was any 
"dope” In the oranges. 
Explanation of the $10,000 story re­ 
ferred to in the letter from Mrs. Gun- 
ness to A. K. Helgelein, regarding the 
disappearance of his brother, was 
made. 
Lamphere is under Indictment 
for the murder of Andrew Helgelein 
and for alleged complicity with Mrs. 
Gunness in that murder. 
Sheriff Smutzer told on the stand 
of circumstances connected with Hel­ 
gelein’s presence in Laporte. He said 
that early in January, Ray Lamphere 
came to him and said "if I want to 
tell something, I can make it inter­ 
esting for her.” 
Sheriff Smutzer un­ 
derstood him to mean Mrs. Gunness. 


Lamphare*a Story Untrue. 
Lamphere went on to tell the sheriff 
that Mrs. Gunness was then looking 
for a man named Helgelein, who was 
wanted in South Dakota for murder, 
having held up a man in a gambling 
house and had secured $10,000, hut 
had been forced to kill the fellow be­ 
fore 
he 
could 
get 
away. 
Sheriff 
Smutzer Immediately wired to the au­ 
thorities In Aberdeen, S. D., the town 
named by Lamphere, and received in 
reply, a telegram which said that 
there had been no murder, no $10,- 
000 robbery and that Andrew Helge­ 
lein was a well known farmer iu that 
vicinity and that he was not wanted 
there for any crime. 
Sheriff Smutzer 
following this disclosure paid no fur­ 
ther attention to Lamphere. 
A month 
later Lamphere, when 
questioned by Sheriff Smutzer regard­ 
ing Helgelein, told the officer that Hel­ 
gelein had left Leporte for Chicago 
that morning on the 5:10 train. 
Sher­ 
iff Smutzer aim testified to seeing 
Lamphere watching Mrs. Gunness one 
day in the courthouse, when she came 
to his office 
She complained about 
Lamphere annoying her and when the 
sheriff went to Lamphere and asked 
why he did not leave the woman alone, 
he did not answer. 
Sheriff Smutzer testified to being 
notified about 5 o’clock on the morn­ 
ing of April 28 of the fire, and of go­ 
ing there immediately. He told of 
taking charge of the search for the 
bodies and of keeping a gang of men 
at woik all day and of finding the 
bodies in the northeast corner, where 
the lire had been the hottest all day 
and where the greatest amount of de­ 
bris 
was 
found. 
Underneath 
the 
bodies, said the sheriff, were twelve 
or fifteen inches of debris, including 
bed 
snrings, 
burned 
mattresses, 
charred cloth, which had been pro­ 
tected by the bodies, etc. On either 
side of the bodies was the side rail of 
a bed. 
A burned quilt was between 
the two couples, the girls on one side 
and the mother and boy on the other. 
He again identified the rings found 
on the fingers of the large body as 
rings he had seen on the fingers of 
Mrs. Gunness. 
He told of finding the 
jaw hone and other bones In the same 
spot where the bodies had been dis­ 
covered. 
The finding of Helgelein’s 
dismembered body was also told by 
the witness.

The 
only laugh of the trial was raised when 
County Attorney Warner asked Mr.

The claim oi Mr. Alderman, attorney 
for Mr. Low, was that the statute did 
not forbid the running of shows unless 
they disturbed the peace and quiet of 
the day or prevented freedom of wor­ 
ship. Judge Gardner in his charge 
took the same view as the county at­ 
torney, that the statute specified cer­ 
tain acts, among them conducting a 
public show, as Sabbath breaking and 
in violation of the law.
